Gnoon ixo U as healthful in the winter 
as in summer. 

Warm the bita before putting 1 them 
into the horses' months. 

Dorses should be turned out for exer- 
cise every pleasant day. 

To get the best results handling and 
training should begin when the colt is 
very young. 

Ose-third each of com, oats and bar- 
ley ground together makes a good 
winter ration. 

Keeping the horse’s heels and legs 
clean in the winter is the best preven- 
tive for scratches. 

Standing in wet manure tends to 
make the feet of the horse tender. Keep 
the stable clean. 

It is generally best to keep one team 
well shod during the winter to use on 
the road when slippery. 

Colts will make a better growth and 
development if they are given a light 
feed of ground oats every day.

Caro should be taken not to feed too 
much. 

Grooming is a cheap way of improv- 
ing the condition of the horse. It can 
be done at the simple cost of a curry 
comb and brush and the expenditure of 
a little elbow grease which will never 
be missed. 

Always remember that a hog is a 
hog. and consequently, as the animal 
has no judgment about •eating, you 
must exercise judgment for it.

SeedleM FrniU. 

Seedless apples were known to the an- 
cients. and si: lee then many mentions 
have been sade of the same fact. 
Within the last century not only seed- 
less fruits, tut those preceded by no 
blossoms tia’-e been occasionally met 
with. Thus the “no blow” variety was 
without apparent blcaom and bore no 
seed. Other examples of the same pe- 
culiarity hav; appeared under different 
names. In the common cherry the 
kernel or embryo of the seed is fre- 
quently abortive, and therefore useless 
for germination. The second bloom of 
pears and of strawberries is often 
doubled. I 'istillate varieties of the 
latter fruit will sometimes produce 
berries, but without seeds. The banana 
is one of the best illustrations of seed- 
less fruit. There are many varieties of 
this tropical fruit, and it is probably 
true that t ie wild plants were seed- 
bearing. The so-called “dried currants" 
are seedless grapes from Corinth. In 
California this grape produces seeds, 
and attempts to raise the standard 
article have failed. On the other hand, 
the Sultana grape of California is seed- 
less, as are also some vines, of the Block 
Hamburg. — American Agriculturist.
